advanced the temperature may be in- 
creased to not more than 65 degrees. 
When the pots are first brought to 
the light, the tender shoots may be 
covered for a day or two with an in- 
verted flower pot to prevent injury 
from light or drafts. A little weak 
liquid manure once a week, until buds 
burst, will hasten the flowers after 
growth has started. 

Always have plenty of light and air. 
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California is unrivaled for the 
beauty of its wild flowers, but not 
many people realize that many of 
these flowers are perfectly hardy 
and can be grown successfully al- 
most anywhere.

A few added thoughts: Daffodils and tulips thrive in any good garden soil, preferably deep, well-drained loam. Deep préparation of the soil is recommended for heavy 
root growth. Work well-rotted manure 16 to i8 inches BELOW the surface, so as not to come in direct contact with the bulbs. Fresh manure should never be used. 
Should bone meal be available this fall, place a small teaspoon full at the bottom of the hole. Put one inch of dirt on top. Set bulb on dirt. Bone meal, placed in 
the hole at the time the bulbs are set, will provide all the fertilizer that bulbs require for the year.

Grow them in pots, window boxes, gardens, and as borders for walks or lawns. Pick out 
a sunny spot and keep the soil (preferably a loose loam, acid type) well fertilized and moist. 
They should be placed in the soil about four inches deep, from three to four inches apart, 
with the roots down. 

If they are in a garden, keep the soil moist and the plants free from weeds. 

In extremely cold climates plant the bulbs in the ground about eight inches deep if you are 
planting them in the Fall. It is also advisable to protect your Crofts with a layer of straw 
during the most severe winter months.
